]')0j,!, THEREFORE, T, Carlo.<: G. Cnmacho, Governor of Guam, 

by v:ixl:ue of the authority vested in me by the Organic Act of 

Guam, do hereby order: 

(1) All Departments and Agencies, autonomous or non-

autonomous, of the Government of Guam shall utilize the services 

of Sealift Pacific as the exc lus:Lve agent for air and surface freight 

of materials and supplies between the continental United States 

and Guam; 

(2) A copy of the contract mentioned shall be furnished 

each Department and Agency for their guidance; 

(3) This Executive Order shall be effective immediately.
